Soldiers as to How to Deal 
with Espionage 





“The War Departmem® in Berlin has 
Assucd ‘a manucl for the use of soldicrs 
on sples, with instructions how to 
deal with,them. The publication of 
the book has been accelerated owing 
to events connected With the well 
known Brokum case. Hints are first 
given as to how the soldier is to recog- 
nize a spy and how spies ingratiate 
themselves into the favor, of soldiers 
often as peddiars, Soldiers are re 
quested to be very cautious what they 
say in public-houses or on journeys. 
They are not to be commenicative to 
strangers; not to be confidential In 
military affairs; to exercise a wise 
taciturnity. When a soldier suspects a 
spy he Is to go to his superiors and re- 
port, and at the same time keep his 
eye on the suspect. Should he de 
tect his spy in action he may arrest 
him, particularly should he find him 
photographing or burgling military 
stores or loafing about fortresses with: 
out a pernmyti Should a soldier err on 
the side of too great zeal, and his sus- 
picions turn out.to be unfounded, his 
superiors are not to punish him. The 
will is to be taken for the deed, and 
his zeal is to be commended. The suc- 
cessful man who has caught his spy 
is to be rewarded {n an especial:man- 
ner. Soldiers are warned about the 
dishonorable character of espionage, 
and reminded of the terrible punish- 
ment awafting the man who. willingly 
makes himself_a spy’s tool. Even after 


doing his term of penzl gervitude such 
a person is despised forever. ,Soldiers 
in frontier garrisons and fortresses, 
where the danger of csplonage {fs great, 
are to be supplied at once with this 
manual.

BWARFS AND RELICS. 


Remains of Mysterious Ancient Race 
Discovered In Central Asia. 


A strange race of dwarfs and the ree 
mains of a mysterious ancient civili- 
zation have been discovered in north: 
west Mongolia, not far from Siberia, 
Ly a party of English explorers head- 
ed by Douglas Carruthers, of the 
Royal Geographical Society. The ex- 
pedition found reindeer, both domesti- 
cated and wild, within the boundar- 
ies of the Chinese empire. The ex- 
pierations covered the upper busin of 
the Yenesei river, lying south of Sa- 
| jansk mountains, which here form the 

boundary between the Chinese and 
Russian territories. Through most of 
the dense trackless virgin forest eight 
wiles a day was the average progress 
made with the 2¢-horse’ciravan. Sa- 
iunsk mountains rise in places tu more 
than -7,000 feet. 

Tae \dwurfs found in ‘the Upper 
| Yenesei basin are known ethnological. 
Wriankhai, and they. are 
Finno Tartar stock. Some dwell in’ 
what the Russians call “taiga,”’ or 
dense forests, in the secluded, valleys, 
and there thoy keep herds of reindeer. 
Others dwell in the open’ pasture 
lnnds; or in large groves. They have 
colonies in birch bark, wigwams. They. 
ride the reindeer like horses, and also 
Wwe them for carrying burdens, aawe 
ing off their horns to enable the ani- 
mutls to travel easily through the 
brush. The skins are used for cloth- 
ing and saddles, and their meat and 
milk form the chief articles of diet.” 
‘ The reindeer are like the woodland 
caribou of North America, and are of 
two wWistinct breeds—dark brown and 
pure \white—which do not mix. Bure 
‘white swild reindver were seen along 
the headwaters of Chapsn river. They 
hide ins summer among cedur, and 
rnododenron: scrub. In the winter 
they live along the tops of the Tange, 
where the wind sweeps the snow froin 
the moss. 

‘Immense buried mounds and other 
evidences of an unknown ancient civi- 
Jization were found in the western 
didi of the upper Yenesei basin, eall- 
¢d/she Kemchik region. Some of the 
Mounds were surrounded by upright 
More slabs, and imbedded waist deep 
in the ground were seen carved stone 
images, In the lower Ulu-Kan Valley™ 
Carruthers and his companions camo 
across the well-preserved traces of. 9" 
eteat highway, with a well-installied 
surface, running as straight across the 
country as if built by one of the old 
Roman emperors, ‘

ROME, April 2.— Genin Abbte- 
mnaggio’s revelations at Viterbo have 
confirmed the suspicion that the Ca 
mosra is in league with the police. He 
also furnished’: sufficient proof that 
he told the truth about the organiza-, 
tion and methods of the society. His 
atory of the Cuoecolo murders, hog 
ever, is-based on hearsay, and pret | 
hand evidence. There is little hope 
that the prosecution wili be able to 
secure contributive evidence of Abbat> 
maggio’s statements. The Camorra 
will see to that. Hence it is unlikety 
that the revelations of the chief in- 
former will lead to the execution of 
the prisoners. The trial, however. 
will serve to show that the Camorra 
exists with undiminished power since 
fifty-two of its members, who are ad- 
inittedly confirmed criminals, may t- 
nequitted for lack of evidence. 

The Court has summoned the Gov- 
ernor and the head warden of the pris 
on to testify as to the incident when 
Alfano is said to have slapped the 
face of a fellow yrisoner.

Canadian Pact Is Designed to Expand Market for American Agricult- 
ural Products of All Kinds—Nurserymen Helped, Too. 





- WASHINGTON, April 3.—The fact 
that .the reciprocity agreenient? between 
Canada and the United States is’ in- 
tended to enlarge the market for the agri- 
cultural producté'of the United States 
is sometimes lost sight of. But the 
Americar\, negotiators had the market 
for the farmer in view all along. The 
fact i¢ that Canada, isynot only a grow- 
ing market but it has almost unlimited 
possibilities for many products of the 
American farmer. 

The Canadian market is especially val- 
uable for the products of mixed farim- 
ing? Under the new conditions which 
will, be -created when the reciprouty, 
agreement is made effective, the United 
States will be certain to sell Canada very 
large quantities of frech vegetables, 
4ince these articles already ferm an im- 
portant export commodity. 

Fresh Fruit Also. 

In fresh fruits the advantage is very 
largely in favor cf the United Ftatex 
and this covers every rection cf the coun. 
try. Lost year the United Sisk mold 
to Canada,*under varicus rates of duty, 
fresh fruits to the value of $1,271.00, 
It is a safe prediction that the first year 
alter the reciprocity agreement goes into 
force, the exports of fresh fruits to the 
United States will amount to $2,000,000 
while fresh vegetables will appreach 
nearly the same figures. 

_ The benefit which farmers who grow 
cotton wil receive from the free listing 
of ‘cottonseed cil are netable, The 
present duty, which is 17°12 per cent.. 
ad valorem, is a heavy one, -xet the tig- 
ures are clumbing, so that the exports

‘The market for grase and other seeds 
in Canada ia one which the farmers 
along. the border are in a splendid posi- 
tion Yo supply. Clover and timothy 
seeds can be raised profitably in many 
sections nnd in certain seasons, if they 
‘an be «ure of a market not too far 
away. Canada takes much larger, quan- 
‘ities of clover and timcthy frém the 
United States than she sends to this 
ountry but, heretoforegshe has levitdl 
a duty cf 10 per cent. on these products. 
They will now go in free as will garden 
and field secd« generally. 

Nurserymen Gain. 

Sqme decided advantages are received 
by nursersmen under the terns cf the 
agreement. The negotiators found that 
a toutual lowering of duties on grape 
vines, gooseberry, raspberry and currant 
bushes would be beneficial in both coun- 
tries and thi« was dene. The American 
negctialors, however, went further and 
persuaded the Canadian commissioners 
to lower the duty on horticultural tock 
from the United States, “Thi« includes 
apple. cherry, peach, pear, plum and 
quince trees. Canada imnperts more than 
$500,000 of these from this country and 
under the reduced duties, the inporta- 
tions are pretty certain to increase,

Ht is im- 
possible to allow him to leave the 
court every time that the name of his 
dead hrother is mentioned.” 

Erricone explained that-he did not 
wish to hear references to the woman 
whose name had been linked with 
that of “the poor innocent,” The 
President then permitted him to 
Withdraw.

At this point Signor Pistolesi, at- 
torney for Vitozai, said that the wit- 
nesses against his client had heen 
hought, and that he could prove it.
